SUIENTIFIC NOTES. _

Tae great pyramid weighs 12,-
760,000 000 tons, if anybody wants
toknow. According to Hérodotas,
it took the 'labor of 100,600 men
{wenly years to build it. To shaow
the mcciutnil::tl value of modern im-
provements, Dr. Lavdner affirms that
430 tons of eoal, with an engine and
hoisting machine, would have raised
every stone Lo it position.

Ix 1s said that gold may be ob-
talged frony quartz veins much more
completely by means of zine than
by the ordinary methods of amalgza-
mation with mereury. The process
consists iun first pulverizing the
quarizy and then introducing the
powder into a crucible partly filled
with melted zinc. The melted met-
ul immediately takes up the gold,
lenving the quartz as a slag on the
surface, which is to bo skimmed off.
After all the quartz has beven used
up, the zinc is distilled off, leaving
the gold behind, Should the ores
contain any sulpbur they must be
roasted previously to the _employ-
ment of the zinc.

A comrosiTioNn for extinguishing
flame, ¢laimed to be extremely effi-
cient, has recently been introduced,
It consists of the following prepara-
tion : Two hundred pounds of hy-
Zérochloric aeid, saturated with lime,
are placed in & wooden vessel lined
with lead; to this eighty-cight
pounds of a saturated solation of
ammonia salt and the same  weight
of a saturated solution of borate of
soda are added. The mixture is
then slirred and allowed to settle,
and when clear is decanted and con-
contraled to crystalization. The
substance thus prepared is now in-
troduced m lquid form, er in a
powder, into the water nsed to  ex-
tinguish the fire.  Abont one pound
per gallon for the first five hundred
gallons should be used, and after-
ward this amount will be sufficient.

Waex a flea, under & miscroscope,
is made to appear a8 large as an ele-
phant, we cansce all the wondertul

arts of its formation, and are as-
tonighed to find that it hus a coat or
armor much more complote than
ever warrior wore, and composed
of strong, polished plates, fitted ovar
each other, each plate covered
like a tortoise shell, and where they
meet, handreds of small guills pro-
jeot like those on the back of a por-
capine or hedgedog: There are the
arched nock, the bright eyes, the
trnns{mrcnt CASes, Eicrccrs to punc
ture the skin, a sucker Lo draw away
the blood, six long-jointed legs, four
of which are felded on the breast,
all ready, at any moment, to be cast
out with tremendons fores for that
jump which bothers one when they
want to catch him, and at the ond
of each leg hooked claws, to enable
him to cling on whatevér he alights
upon.

Evesy.ono is familiar with the
gingular phenomenon known as the
“ new moon earrying the old moon
in her arms,” when, in addilion te
the glender cregent, the whole dis¢
18 more or less distinetly visible a
few days after the new moon; the
same appedrance, or “ the old moon
nursing the new,” presents itself in
like manner in the wandering mooun,
when she rises a few hours before
the san ; but we fear there are few
who shake off dull sleep to see it
This is what is called Jumiere cen-
dree, or ashlight of the moon. Its
appearance nsed to be taken as an
indication that the moon was phos-
phorescent, or essed somo hght
of her own, independent of thatshe
receives from the sun. Now, how-
over, it is satisfactorily proved to
arise from the sanlight reflected
from the earth upon the dark moon;
for it must be remembered that the
earth is to the moon what the moon
is to the earth, a refleclor of the
sun’s light; and when it is new
to the earth it is fall eath o the
moon, sad vice verza, and thus the
opaque moon ‘becomes illnminated
by earth light—to use a term unalo-
gous o maoon light ; but on aceount
uf the great size of the earth coms
pared. to tha moon, this light is four-
leen times us bright as oar moon-
light, and this occasional brilliancy
